O f Gridders in Plane Crash 


SAN Ll'lS OBISPO, Calif. (AP) 
—Thousands of California State 
Polytechnic College students will 
bow their heads at memorial serv­ 
ices today for 16 members of their 
football team who died in a flam­ 
ing Ohio plane crash. 
The solemn 
nondenominational 
services were to be held at the 
strikingly modem gymnasium. 
Tile crash Saturday night killed 
22 and injured 26. All but five of 
the dead were from the college or 
from the town of San Luis Obispo. 
There were eight 
m arried stu­ 
dents on the trip. Five of them 
w ere killed, including a father of 
four and star halfback Garry Van 
Horn, 
whose wife 
is expecting 
her second child. 
Most of the dead perished in 
the twisted burned wreckage of 
the chartered aircraft which was 
scattered over the end of a run­ 
way at the Toledo airport.
